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PREFACE. 


To  know  whence  we  came  is  quite  as  necessary  as  to  know 
where  we  are  bound,  hence  the  compiler’s  only  desire  and  in- 
tent in  this  undertaking  is  to  rescue  from  forgetfulness  names, 
dates,  and  fragmentary  accounts  of  those  who  were,  but  are  no 
more. 

We  have  not  attempted  a general  family  history  in  lieu  of 
the  cost  and  difficulties  in  securing  data.  In  some  cases  memo- 
ries were  poor  and  records  scarce  shaded  down  to  indifference. 

We  ask  kindly  criticism  and  pass  these  records  over  to  an- 
other who  may  in  the  future  compile  our  families,  records  and 
notations  more  in  detail  and  with  more  success.

THE  FAMILY  NAME 


Careful  search  and  enquiry  for  a meaning  to  the  family 
name  has  been  made  and  likewise  the  best  way  to  spell  it.  In 
Albany,  N.  Y.,  it  is  spelled  “Fasoldt.” 

The  Casper  line,  brother  of  Valentine,  living  in  Westmore- 
land County,  Pennsylvania,  and  a few  others,  spell  it 
“Fausold.” 

The  American  Consul,  resident  in  Dresden,  Saxony,  Ger- 
many, informs  me  that  there  are  many  hundreds  with  the 
name:  “Fasolt,”  “Fasoldt,”  “Fasholt,”  “Fahsold,”  “Fassoldt.” 

I have  visited  and  consulted  with  Mr.  Charles  Roberts,  520 
North  Sixth  Street,  Allentown,  Pa.  This  gentleman  is  the 
authorized  historian  of  Lehigh  County.  He  has  in  possession 
an  old  Lutheran  Church  record,  once  the  property  of  the  Jor- 
dan Lutheran  church  of  Whitehall  township,  now  South  White- 
hall township.  This  township  was  divided  in  1830  and  all 
records  prior  to  1812  are  being  preserved  at  Easton,  Pennsyl- 
vania. 

In  this  church  record,  now  in  possession  of  Mr.  Roberts,  the 
name  is  spelled  “Fassolt,”  written  in  German  script.  This 
church  record  has  the  oldest  insertion  I could  find,  relative  to 
our  family,  from  among  the  many  I have  sought  for  a number 
of  years. 

One  entry  upon  the  record  is  the  baptism  of  a daughter  born 
to  Valentine  “Fassolt”  and  his  wife,  Christina  Xanter.  The 
name  of  the  daughter  was  “Elizabeth,”  born  December  18, 
1799,  and  baptized  January  25,  1800.  Sponsors:  George  Xan- 
ter, Sr.,  and  his  wife,  Elizabeth.  May  I add  that  the  maiden 
name  of  the  first  wife  of  Valentine  may  be  spelled : “Xander,” 
“Zanter,”  or  “Sander.”  After  extended  enquiry  in  Germany 
and  America  it  is  our  personal  conclusion  that  our  name  may 
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be  spelled  in  various  ways  relative  to  choice  and  fancy. 
Fidelity,  however,  to  a name’s  meaning  and  change  from,  in 
this  instance,  the  German,  is  essential,  and  shoidd  not  be  disre- 
garded. Names  are  living  symbols,  and  language  is  the  ark 
which  saves  thought  from  destruction.  The  German  intent  was 
to  have  a name  bear  some  concrete  idea.  Frequently  names 
were  used  indicative  of  some  work  or  trade.  Following, 
this  deduction,  some  one  of  our  fathers  was  engaged  in  the 
cooperage  business,  or  in  the  buying,  or  selling,  or  trading  of 
casks.  “Fass”  and  “holdt,”  or  Fassholdt,  then  may  mean  a 
storage  or  building,  a hoop  binding  a cask,  or  even  a cask,  or 
a so-called  “buck”  on  which  it  would  rest. 

Valentine  Neiman  being  a tanner  there  is  at  least  one  assump- 
tion that  he,  or  a more  remote  progenitor,  was  connected  with 
some  “cask”  idea,  which  in  turn  evolved  or  entailed  our  name. 

Holding  to  the  hard  sound  of  “a,”  and  to  be  followed  by  an 
“u,”  and  using  but  one  “s”  is  of  no  occurrence  in  Germany.  It 
is  our  personal  opinion  that  to  be  true  to  German  spelling  and 
word  meaning,  the  double  “s,”  also  the  “h,”  “d,”  and  “t,”  should 
be  used,  thus,  “Fassholdt.” 
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Valentine  Fasold,  the  progenitor  of  this  family  in  America, 


America  in  1781,  would  have  made  him  a lad  of  sixteen  years 
when  landing  at  Philadelphia.  The  stock  is  of  Norman  origin, 
and,  originally,  from  the  regions  of  the  Baltic  Sea. 

Roman  historians  claim  the  Germans  first  to  have  been  found 
in  this  region  about  the  middle  of  the  fourth  century,  B.  C. 

The  name  of  Valentine’s  father  was  Valentine  Neiman,  a 
tanner  by  trade.  He  served  his  apprenticeship  from  German 
custom  when  he  became  thirteen.  In  the  Fatherland  Valentine 
Neiman  had  a family  of  five  children  : two  boys,  Valentine  and 
Casper ; three  girls,  whose  names  could  not  be  learned.  One 
of  these  girls  is  said  to  have  married  a man  by  the  name  of 
Rake,  in  Philadelphia,  Pa.  The  Casper  line  of  the  family  is 
located  in  Philadelphia  and  in  Westmoreland  County. 

Only  the  following  records  do  I have  of  Casper  Fassoldt, 
taken  from  the  record  of  the  Jordan  Lutheran  church,  in  South 
Whitehall  Township,  Lehigh  County,  Pennsylvania:  “Daugh- 
ter born  to  Casper  Fassoldt  and  Maria  Dorothea,  his  wife; 
Catherine,  born  August,  1798,  and  baptized  7th  October,  1798; 
Elizabeth  Strieby  and  John  George  Heminger,  sponsors.” 
Also:  “Elizabeth,  born  May  23,  1797,  and  baptized  July  16, 
1797.  Sponsors,  John  Schat  and  wife  Elizabeth.” 

Five  children  of  Valentine  Neiman  came  to  America  in 
1781,  Valentine,  the  family  progenitor  in  America,  then  being 
about  sixteen  years  of  age.  These  children  landed  at  Philadel- 
phia, Pa.,  after  a voyage  of  eleven  weeks.  Valentine  remained 
in  Philadelphia  two  years,  with  one  of  his  sisters.  The  remain- 
ing three  children  went  at  once  to  Whitehall  Township,  in  Le- 
high County,  and  near  the  city  of  Allentown,  Pa. 
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Our  family  stock  was  from  the  Palatinate,  an  independent 
German  state  or  principality  for  500  years.  It  is  a part  of  the 
upper  valley  of  the  Rhine,  the  garden  of  Germany,  if  not  of  all 
Europe. 

Formerly  it  was  the  custom  of  owners  and  shipmasters  to 
contract  the  passage  cost  of  an  emigrant  across  the  sea  to  hire. 
These  subjects  were  called  “Redemptioners.”  In  1727  the 
Colonial  Legislature  ordered  all  shipmasters  to  have  these,  by 
law,  sworn  to  the  English  crown. 

From  Mr.  Warren  S.  Ely,  genealogist  and  historian,  also 
member  of  the  Historical  Society  of  Rucks  County,  and  living 
at  Doylestown,  Pa.,  October  6,  1913,  I have  this  word  of  in- 
telligence : “I  know  of  no  published  list  of  German  emigrants 
coming  in  1781.  None  of  that  date  appear  in  Rupp  or  in  the 
Archives.” 

This  bears  out  the  conclusion  that  these  children  were  not 
“Redemptioners,”  selling  themselves  into  service  on  coming  to 
America  to  compensate  the  master  of  the  vessel. 

After  a two  years’  sojourn  in  Philadelphia,  Valentine  fol- 
lowed his  brother  and  sister  into  Lehigh  County.  His  sister 
remained  in  Philadelphia,  in  lieu  of  having  married  there. 
This  sister,  it  is  said,  married  a man  by  the  name  of  Rake. 

Valentine  began  his  apprenticeship  as  a weaver  at  12  years 
of  age  and  followed  this  work  for  six  years,  intent  on  complet- 
ing and  following  this  trade  in  America  for  a livelihood.  Miss 
Alice  Huff,  of  near  Snydertown,  Pa.,  is  in  possession  of  some 
of  his  work.  A counterpane  and  some  sheets  and  other  bed 
furnishings  would  confuse  an  expert  but  that  they  were  woven 
by  use  of  modern  machinery. 

In  the  year  1911  Mr.  Eli  Fasold,  son  of  George,  son  of  Valen- 
tine, presented  to  me  an  old  iron  lamp  (German,  Fet  Umshel), 
which  he  said  was  his  grandfather’s,  coming  through  the  care 
of  his  father,  George.  This  lamp  is  offered  in  a halftone,  like- 
wise a weaver’s  shuttle,  loaned  by  Daniel  Fasold.  The  book  is 
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Iron  Lamp,  Weaver’s  Shuttle  and  German  Song-Prayer  Book  of 
Catherine  B.  Fasold. 
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the  German  prayer-song-book,  the  property  of  Catherine  Bar- 
bara Schriber  Fasold,  and  now  owned  by  Daniel  Fasold.  The 
lamp,  shuttle,  and  song  book  are  herewith  exhibited  in  a cut. 

In  Lehigh  County  Valentine  followed  his  trade  for  thirty- 
five  years.  Whilst  living  here  he  was  twice  married.  His  first 
wife’s  name  was  Xandner  (English,  Zander  or  Sander).  To 
this  union  six  children  were  born.  Three  of  these  died  in  in- 
fancy and  later  childhood ; the  other  three,  growing  to  adult 
life,  were:  Susan,  Elizabeth,  and  John. 

The  birth  and  baptismal  certificate  of  “Susan,”  eldest  daugh- 
ter of  Valentine  and  Christina  Fassholt  (first  marriage),  is 
herewith  exhibited : “Born  October  8th  at  io : oo  o’clock,  1798. 
Baptized  October  18,  1798.  Witnessed  by  Johannes  Cohkeicher 
and  his  wife  Dorothea.”  This  is  the  oldest  documentary  evi- 
dence I have  been  able  to  find. 

Valentine’s  first  wife  having  died  he  was  again  married. 
This  union  was  with  Catherine  Barbara  Schriber,  daughter  of 
Herman.  She  was  born  December  28,  1777,  and  died  December 
30,  1858,  at  the  home  of  her  son,  George,  near  the  Plum  Creek 
Lutheran  church.  She  was  aged  81  years  and  3 days.  Her 
mortal  dust  was  interred  at  the  Stone  church,  near  Augusta- 
ville,  Pa. 

This,  our  first  great-grandmother  born  in  America,  was  of 
small  stature  and,  from  our  most  trusted  information,  was 
stout  and  not  over  four  feet  and  four  inches  tall.  She  was  of 
a retiring  disposition  and  graced  with  many  womanly  virtues. 
Eleven  children  blessed  this  sacred  union,  six  sons  and  five 
daughters. 

The  names  in  order  of  age  as  sons  are  as  follows : Jona- 
than, Peter,  George,  Joseph,  Henry,  Charles.  The  daughters  in 
order  of  age  and  name  were:  Catherine,  Lydia,  Mary,  Sarah, 
Mary  Ann. 

In  1816  Valentine  moved  with  his  family  from  Lehigh 
County  to  Northumberland  County,  on  what  was  then  known 
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as  the  John  Reed  farm,  located  near  Stonington,  Pa.,  and  about 
three  miles  south  of  Snydertown,  Pa.,  and  about  six  and  one- 
half  miles  east  of  Sunbury,  Pa.,  and  on  the  highway  from  Sun- 
bury,  Pa.,  to  Shamokin,  Pa. 

Mr.  Abraham  Wolf,  born  in  Allentown,  Pa.,  was  in  charge

of  the  team,  consisting  of  four  horses  and  a Conestoga  wagon, 
in  moving  Valentine’s  family  and  possessions  from  Lehigh 
County.  Here  Valentine  followed  his  trade  and  cultivated  the 
farm.  Probably  but  one  landmark  stands  to  tell  any  tale  of 
yore.  No  buildings  remain  as  they  were.  A stately  oak,  thirty 
rods  west  from  the  present  farmhouse,  graces  its  benediction 
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over  any  that  will  rest  underneath  it,  as  it  did  over  our  father 
and  his  in  1816. 

In  about  the  middle  of  November,  1824,  having  been  given 
a dose  of  quicksilver  (calomel),  by  mistake  of  a doctor’s  serv- 
ant, he  died  on  November  16th,  at  the  age  of  59  years,  1 month, 
and  10  days.  He  lived  a quiet,  unassuming,  exemplary  Chris- 
tian life.  He  reared  his  family  in  the  same  fear  and  love  of 
God,  and  in  strict  fidelity  to  God  and  man,  as  expressed  by  the 
Lutheran  faith.  His  children  were  all  praying  Christians  and 
rose  to  manhood  and  womanhood  highly  honored  and  respected 
wherever  known. 

All  that  was  “of  the  earth  earthy”  was  interred  in  the  Stone 
church  cemetery  near  Augustaville,  Pa.  On  his  tombstone  is 
cut  this  epitaph : 

Hier  Ruhet 
Valentine  Fasold 
gebornin 

Den  6 October , 1765,  und

Valentine’s  grave  is  due  east  from  the  church  and  about  150 
feet  from  it,  in  the  older  part  of  the  cemetery. 

John  Fasold,  son  of  the  first  marriage,  was  his  administrator 
in  1824  as  per  record  in  Recorder’s  office  at  Sunbury,  Pa. 

His  wife,  and  widow  afterward,  was  taken  into  the  home 
of  her  son  George  until  her  death.  She  lived  34  years  after 
her  husband.  Finally  in  the  same  cemetery,  but  in  lieu  of  the 
first  plot  being  filled,  she  was  buried,  almost  350  feet  due  west 
and  on  the  north  side  of  the  church  about  200  feet.  This  mod- 
est inscription  speaks,  too,  with  a tongue  that  never  slips : 
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“Catharine  B 
Wife  of 

Valentine  Fas  old 
Born  Dec.  the  28 — 1777 
Died  Dec.  the  30 — 1858 
Aged  81  yrs. — 3 ds. 

Text:  Deuteronomy,  Chapter  the  5th, 

and  3d  verse.” 

The  query  has  been  raised  as  to  Valentine  being  a soldier. 
In  reply,  say  that  in  Germany  he  was  too  young  for  such  serv- 
ice and  in  America  I offer  the  following  herewith :

Sir:  The  name  of  Valentine  Fasold  has  not  been  found  on 

the  rolls  of  this  office  of  any  organization  of  Pennsylvania,  or 
Continental  troops  in  service  in  the  War  of  the  Revolution. 
The  collection  of  Revolutionary  war  records  in  this  office  is 
far  from  complete,  and  it  is  suggested  that  the  desired  informa- 
tion could  be  obtained  from  the  librarian  of  Pennsylvania,  or 
from  the  Commissioner  of  Pensions.

At  Bunker  Hill  he  did  not  participate,  for  the  battle  was 
fought  before  he  came  to  America,  and  he  then  being  but  eleven 
years  of  age.  Lundy’s  Lane  battle  occurred  July  25,  1814.  I 
pass  the  query  along  as  to  whether  he  participated  here. 

Another  Fasoldt  Line. 

From  information  given  me  by  E.  Max  Fasoldt,  46  Columbia 
Street,  Albany,  N.  Y.,  we  note  as  follows : “My  great-great- 

grandfather, Traugott  (God  trust)  Fasoldt,  was  bom  in 
Koingsburg.  My  great-grandfather  was  born  in  Dresden.  My 
grandfather,  Johann  Gotlieb  Fasoldt,  was  born  in  Dresden. 
He  was  a market  contractor  and  had  government  concessions 
for  same.  The  family  is  of  Norman  origin,  living  originally 
on  the  shores  of  the  Baltic  Sea,  and  came  to  Dresden  in  the 
early  part  of  the  eighteenth  century.  . He  there  obtained  con- 
cessions from  the  government  for  conducting  public  market- 
booths.”  Later  he  wrote : 

“My  father’s  name  was  Carl  (Charles).  His  business  was 
dispatch  carrier  for  the  King  of  Saxony  for  over  50  years,  and 
died  at  the  age  of  96  years.  He  spelled  his  name  ‘Fasoldt.’  ” 

The  Casper  Line. 

Casper  Fasold  was  a brother  of  Valentine,  both  coming  to 
America  in  1781,  and  accompanied  by  their  three  sisters,  all 
landing  at  Philadelphia.  From  those  living  in  Westmoreland 
County,  Pennsylvania,  I have  been  able  to  get  little  information. 
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Casper  Fasold,  as  per  record  in  Lehigh  County,  married  a 

Miss  Maria  Dorothea ( ?)  and  either  a daughter  of  John 

George  Heminger,  or  of  Elizabeth  Streiby,  as  the  last  two 
stood  as  sponsors  to  the  baptism  of  Casper's  wife. 

Casper  Fasold  had  a son,  John,  in  the  Pennsylvania  State 
Legislature,  serving  from  Westmoreland  County  for  two  terms. 
(Squire)  M.  L.  Fausold,  living,  before  his  death,  near  Latrobe, 
Pa.,  was  a son  of  the  legislator.  This  last  one  has  two  sons, 
Samuel  and  Charles  D.,  both  being  graduates  of  Pennsylvania 
College,  Gettysburg,  Pa. 

I have  only  two  records  of  daughters  of  Casper  and  wife: 
Elizabeth,  born  May  23,  1797;  Catherine,  born  August  17, 
1798.  I have  tried  repeatedly  to  get  more  information  about 
this  family,  but,  up  to  the  present,  have  failed. 

Mr.  Ely  wrote  me  in  October,  1913:  “Casper  Fassold  had 
warrant  of  survey  for  land  in  Bedford  County,  May  24,  1815.” 
A number  of  counties  were  carved  from  old  Bedford,  including 
Westmoreland  County.
